This Com- 
mencement concert was given 
twice, on last Thursday night and 
on Monday night, to accommodate 
the four or five thousand who 
wanted to hear it.

What Is Wrong With the 
Drunkard? 


Years ago, while holding a city- 
wide meeting in Salinas, Califor- 
nia, I was attracted through an 
article in the daily paper to a 
convention to be held in a north- 
ern California town. Psychiatrists 
from all over America were com- 
ing out to the coast for a con- 
vention. The object of the con- 
vention was the thing that at- 
tracted me. They announced as 
their project (you need a project 
in order to justify a convention 
in California) the discovery of 
what causes alcoholism, and then 
to suggest a cure. Any evangelist 
these days would be attracted by 
that announcement, because we 
are constantly dealing with the 
by-product of our high power and 
greatly respected liquor industry. 
There are millions of alcoholics 
jn our land, and the number is 
growing rapidly. Nearly every 
family has one in the closet. It 
is one of the scourges of America 
and will finally be bad enough, 
if our people are made to make 
beer and liquor an acceptable ta- 
ble drink, to destroy our land. I 
read every report of the conven- 
tion with interest and, if it were 
not so sad, it would be amusing. 
Here is a sum of the findings of 
this body: — 

They stated that an alcoholic 
was not a moral degenerate, but a 
sick man. He couldn’t help being 
sick any more than an asthmatic 
or arthritic. He should not be 
picked up in a police car and 
thrown in jail, but should be 
picked up in an ambulance and 
put in a hospital. He shouldn‘t 
be treated as a moral degenerate 
but a respected member of society 
who was sick, That_was the trend 
of thought all through the delib- 
eration, and not once during the 
convention was whiskey men- 
tioned. The closest to it was the 
word “alcoholism.” They never 
said if a man simply didn’t drink 
he would have no problem. No 
such ugly insinuations were made. 


The final session was the clinch- 
er. Headlines in the San Francis- 
co paper stated, “PSYCHIA- 
TRISTS DECIDE,” then in small- 
er print, “Alcoholism is caused by 
an unknown quantity that we 
shall choose to call X .... Until 
this unknown quantity can be 
isolated and defined, we. have no 
suggested cure.” 


What a finding! I would hate 
to be an alcoholic depending on 
psychiatrists to help me. 


I could have gone to that con- 
vention and said, “Doctor, I know 
what makes men alcoholics. I can 
spell it in five letters—F-L-E-S-H. 
Men are liars, thieves, drunkards, 
immoral, and all that they are 
that is wrong because they are 
flesh. 


Some profess to believe that 
flesh can be improved through 
education. Some went so far as 
to suggest that an educated popu- 
lace would remove poverty, stop 
wars, close prisons, and bring man 
into an Utopia. Now we are edu- 
cated and have more criminals 
than we do college students. I am 
told that every twenty-third 
American is a_ thumb-printed 
criminal. The difference between 
an educated and an uneducated 
thief is this: an uneducated thief 
waits until dark, takes a crow- 
bar and slips into a box car and 
steals a case of cigarettes. Take 
that same thief, send him to Har- 
vard and let him get a “Ph.D” 
and he will, in plain daylight and 
in open court, steal the railroad. 
No one was ever educated into 
the kingdom of God. It is a heart 
movement, and improving the 
head won't do it. 

The trouble with man jis not 
that he is sick and needs a doc- 
tor; or that he is ignorant and 
needs a teacher; or that he is 
stubborn and needs logic; or way- 
ward and needs a guide. Man’s 
trouble is that he is dead and 
needs life, dead in trespasses and 
sins. Paul says in Ephesians 2:1: 
“—.. and you who were dead.” 

This brings us to the miracle 
of the new birth. “That which is 
born of the Spirit is spirit.” That 
which is born of the Holy Spirit 
is new nature. How is this miracle 


performed? Second Peter 1:4, 
“Whereby are given unto us ex- 
ceeding great and precious prom- 
ises: that by these ye might be 
partakers of the divine nature, 
having escaped the corruption 
that is in the world through lust.” 


Wonderful to Want to Do Right! 


We have imparted to us a new 
nature. The very nature of God is 
given to those who are born again. 
Now I can do what I couldn't. 
It is my nature to do it. I want 
to be decent, read the Word of 
God, go to a church that preach- 
es and believes and practices the 
Word, and win souls. I now have a 
nature that makes me want these 
things. It can only be satisfied in 
the exercise of godly actions. I 
don’t deserve any credit for it. It 
is what I received when I received 
Christ. 


Men say to me, “How do you 
stand it? Just church, the Bible, 
prayer, and testifying. It would 
run me nuts.” I ask, “How do you 
stand juke joints, beer halls, 
honkey-tonks and gambling halls? 
That would run me nuts.” 


A sinner has an affinity for sin, 
and a Christian has an affinity 
for righteousness. Put a peach 
seed in the ground, and it will 
take out acid. Asparagus draws 
out salt; watermelon seeds take 
out sugar, while corn takes out 
starch. Each has an affinity for a 
‘certain thing, and each takes that 
from the soil. 


Likewise, a sinner will draw up- 
on one thing in a city, and a 
Christian upon something else. I 
have sat in a hotel lobby and 
watched folks check in. A man 
will sign the register and then 
say, “Where can I- find a liquor 
store?” or, ““Where is there a good 
show on?” I know immediately 
that he is flesh, for he has an 
affinity for sin. But, sometimes 
a man will ask for a good Gospel 
preaching church, where he can 
get his soul blessed. I know then 
he has an affinity for the things 
of.God. He is spirit. 

Sinners can’t help loving sin; 
it is their nature. God couldn't 
take a sinner to Heaven with his 
old nature. He would ruin Heav- 
en, and Heaven would ruin him. 
I am not sure but what a sinner 
would suffer more in Heaven than 
in Hell! If this is true, then it 
would only prove God’s justice is 
mixed with mercy. Then the kind- 
est thing God can do is to allow 
saints and sinners to go to the 
place for which their natures have 
prepared them. 


You can’t make sinners right 
by passing laws. God passed all 
the laws necessary, and Paul says 
in Galatians 3:16 “. For by 
the works of the law shall no 
flesh be justified.” They are hope- 
lessly, helplessly, eternally lost. 
There is only one remedy and that 
is to be made a new creature, or 
creation, by receiving a new na- 
ture. Then the drunkard can be 
sober, the liar can be truthful, 
the hypocrite can be sincere, the 
immoral can be clean, and the 
thief can be honest. It isn’t will- 
power or good resolutions!! Prom- 
ises by the millions have been 
broken and resolutions have failed 
in temptatious hours because man 
is flesh. But with a mew nature 
you will not only want to do God’s 
will, but will be able to do God’s 
will. Church won’t be something 
to make excuses about; the Bible 
will thrill instead of bore; the 
place of prayer will hold more en- 
chantment than the theatre; and 
the hymn sing will be more excit- 
ing than the jive sessions. You 
will find yourself loving fellow- 
ship with God’s people rather 
than the worldly crowd. Every- 
thing the sinner thinks he can't 
abide, will suddenly become vital 
and necessary. Why? Paul ex- 
plains in II Corinthians 5:17 “. . . 
Therefore if any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature: old things 
are passed away, behold all things 
are become new.” 

This doesn’t mean the new crea- 
ture doesn’t still have a sinful na- 
ture, but you now have a new 
nature and a new Lord. Now with 
the power of the indwelling Holy 
Spirit, you can walk victoriously 
over all the desires of the flesh. 

Sinner friend, do you desire to 
go to Heaven? Of course you do. 
Then follow God's prescribed way. 


Believe the words of Christ that 


the only way is by coming to 
Christ as a helpless, condemned 
sinner, and by receiving Him, be 
born into God’s family, receiving 
the new nature and being trans- 
lated out of the kingdom of dark- 
ness into the kingdom of God’s 
dear Son. Jesus said in John 1:12, 
“But as many as received him, 
to them gave he authority to be- 
come the sons of God.” Receive 
Him and be saved. 


In a small southern town a per- 
sonal worker rang the door bell 
of a beautiful home. A lady of 
culture and intelligence opened 
the door. The worker, after some 
conversation, asked, “Do you 
know God?” The lady had not 
been asked such a blunt question 
and became confused in searching 
for an answer. Finally, in confu- 
sion and frustration, she slammed 
the door and retreated into the 
house. When she had calmed 
down, she rushed to the door to 
apologize and found the man was 
gone. 


When her husband came in, 
he noticed her nervous state and 
inquired the reason for it, She 
explained about the kindly, earn- 
est and sincere man who had 
asked her if she knew God.

The husband was indignant and 
asked, “Why didn’t you tell that 
impertinent person, whoever he 
was, that we are members of the 
First Church of this city?”

“He didn’t mention that, eith- 
er,”” she replied.

Have you ever been to a z00? 
My Johnny’s Sunday School class 
(he is 9). is going to the Brook- 
field Zoo this week. That reminded 
me of my childhood when a visit 
to the zoo was a weekly occur- 
rence. Where folks’ gathered 
around the cage of a rowdy old 
ape we had a service, told people 
about the Lord Jesus who came to 
save them. I remember giving 
tracts to those who stopped to 
hear the preacher. 

A zoo is lots of fun, isn’t it? 
I remember lions, a big lion with 
a shaggy mane, and a quieter 
lioness without a mane. I remem- 
ber the big elephants in a kind 
of den, dug into the ground. Two 
or three of the huge animals 
could always keep me interested 
for a long time. I think I could 
still find the exact spot where 
the hyenas’ cages were after these 
many years. I can still get goose 
pimples remembering their shat- 
tering screams. 

The monkeys of all kinds: little 
squirrel monkeys, monkeys with 
very long tails, the strange color- 
ed baboons, apes, and gorillas, all 
fascinated me. Their delicate hu- 
man-like fingers and strange way 
of watching the people who watch 
them are amusing. . 

The bird house enclosed the 
bright tropical birds. And next to 
the birds was the snake house. I 
used to watch the snakes in hor- 
rid fascination, wondering what 
would happen if one should find 
a way to get out. Of course some 
snakes are not harmful, but really 
help us by killing mice, rats, and 
insects that are harmful to our 
crops. But perhaps because Satan 
used the form of a snake to de- 
ceive Adam and Eve, most of us 
have a dread of all snakes, the re- 
sult of God’s curse. 

(In those days I wasn’t afraid 
of the little green grass snakes. 
I remember wandering around 
looking for the little things under 
rotting pieces of wood, and col- 
lecting them in fruit jars with 
holes poked in the lids.) 

Zoos are fun, aren’t they? We 
all marvel at the animals that 
God has created. But where was 
the first zoo?

animals will be. “The wolf alse 
shall dwell with the lamb, anda 
the leopard shall lie down with 
the kid [little goat]; and the 


calf and the young lion and the 
fatling together; and a little chik@ 
shall lead them.” 

The Bible tells us that lions 
will eat straw like cows or horses, 
and animals won't fight any more, 
Won't that be a wonderful thing? 
If there is a zoo then, there won't 
need to be cages. We won't need 
to be afraid of dangerous jungle 
cats or elephants. All animals can 
be friends, and even babies can 
play with them.

There have been sights matchless 
and wonderful, at which we might 
look for years, and yet turn away 
and say, “I cannot understand 
this; here is a deep into which 
I dare not dive; my thoughts are 
drowned; this is a steep without 
a summit; I cannot climb it: it 
is high, I cannot attain it!” But 
all these things are as nothing 
compared with the incarnation of 
the Son of God.

My Master, I 
cannot understand how § thou 
couldst stoop Thine awful head 
to such a death as _ this—how 
Thou couldst take from Thy brow 
the coronet of stars which from 
old eternity had shone resplendent 
there; but how Thou shouldst per- 
mit the thorn-crown to gird Thy 
temples astonishes me far more. 
That Thou shouldst cast away 
the mantle of Thy glory, the 
azure of Thy everlasting empire, 
cannot comprehend; but how 
Thou shouldst have become vailed 
in the ignominious purple for 
awhile, and then be bowed to by 
impious men who mocked Thee 
and how

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love like Thine, that could open 
the flood-gates of such grief, Thy 
grief is like a river; but was there 
ever spring that poured out such a 
torrent? Was ever love so mighty 
as to become the fount from which 
such an ocean of grief could come 
rolling down? Here is matchless 
love—matchless love to make Him 
suffer, matchless power to enable 
Him to endure all the weight of 
His Fathers wrath. Here is 
matchless justice, that He Himself 
should acquiesce in His Father's 
will, and not allow men to be 
saved without His own sufferings; 
and here is matchless mercy to 
the chief of sinners, that Christ 
should suffer even for them. “His 
name shall be called Wonderful.” 


But he died. He -died! See 
Salem’s daughters weep around. 
Joseph of Arimathea takes up the 
lifeless body after it has been 
taken down from the cross. They 
bear it away to the sepulcher. It 
is put in a garden. Do you call 
Him Wonderful now? 


Is this the Saviour long foretold 
To usher in the age of gold? 


5. The Lord Jesus Wonderful 
In Resurrection 


And is he dead? Lift his hands! 
They drop motionless by his side. 
His foot exhibits still the nail- 
print; but there is no mark of 
life. “Aha,” cries the Jew, “is this 
the Messiah? He is dead; He shall 
see corruption in a little space 
of time. Oh! watchman, keep good 
ward lest his disciples steal his 
body. His body can never come 
forth, unless they do steal it; 
for he is dead. Is this the Won- 
derful, the Counselor?” But God 
did not leave His soul in Hades, 
nor did He suffer His body—‘“his 
holy one’—to see _ corruption. 
Yes, He is wonderful, even in His 
death. That clay cold corpse is 
wonderful. Perhaps this is the 
greatest wonder of all, that He 
who is “Death of death and hell’s 
destruction” should for awhile en- 
dure the bonds of death. 


But here is the wonder. He 
could not be holden of those bonds. 
Those chains, which have held 
ten thousand of the. sons and 
daughters of Adam, and which 
have never been broken yet by 
any man of human mold, save by 
a miracle, were but to Him as 
green withes. Death bound our 
Samson fast, and said, “I have 
him now; I have taken away the 
locks of his strength; his glory 
is departed, and now he is mine.” 
But the’ bands that kept the hu- 
man race in chains were nothing 
to the Saviour; the third day He 
burst them, and He rose again 
from the dead, from henceforth 
to die no more. Oh! _ thou 
risen Saviour—thou who couldst 
not see corruption—thou art won- 
derful in thy resurrection. And 
thou art wonderful too in thine 
ascension, as I see thee leading 
captivity and receiving gifts for 
men. “His name shall be called 
Wonderful.” 


6. Surpassingly Wonderful 

Pause here one moment, and let 
us think—cChrist is surpassingly 
wonderful. The little story I have 
told you just now—not little in 
itself, but little as I have told it 
—has in it something surpassingly 
wonderful. All the wonders that 
you ever saw are nothing com- 
pared with this. As we have 
passed through various countries 
we have seen a wonder, and some 
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elder traveler than ourselves has 
Said, “Yes, this is wonderful to 
you, but I could show you some- 
thing that utterly eclipses that.” 
Though we have seen some splendid 
landscapes, with glorious hills, and 
we have climbed up where the 
eagle seemed to knit the mountain 
and the sky together in his flight, 
and we have stood and looked 
down, and said, “How wonderful!” 
saith he, “I have seen fairer lands 
than these, and wider and richer 
prospects far.” 

But when we speak of Christ. 
none can say they ever saw a 
greater wonder than He is. You 
have come now to the very sum- 
mit of everything that may be 
wondered at. There are no mys- 
teries equal to this mystery; there 
is no surprise equal to this sur- 
prise; there is no astonishment, 
and admiration that we feel when 
we behold Christ in the glories 
of the past. He surpasses every- 
thing. 


7. Forever to Be Wondered At 


And yet again, wonder 
is proverbial that a wonder grows 
gray-headed in nine days. The 
longest period that a wonder 
known to live is about that time. 
It is such a short-lived thing. 
Christ is, and ever shall be. won- 
derful, You may think of Him 
through threescore years and ten, 
but you shall wonder at Him more 
at the end than at the beginning. 
Abraham might wonder at Him 
when he saw his day in the dis- 
tant future; but I do not think 
that even Abraham himself could 
wonder at Christ so much as the 
very least in the kingdom 
Heaven of today wonders at Him. 
seeing that we know more than 
Abraham, and therefore wonder 
more. 

Think again for one moment. 
and you will say of Christ that 
He deserves to be called Wonder- 
ful, not only because He is always 
wonderful, and because He is sur- 
passingly wonderful, but also be- 
cause He is altogether wonderful. 

There have been some great feats 
of skill in the arts and sciences; 
for instance, if we take a com- 
mon wonder of the day, the tele- 
graph—how much there is about 
that which is wonderful! But 
there are a great many things 
in the telegraph that we can un- 
derstand. Though there are many 
mysteries in it, still there are 
parts of it that are like keys to 
the mysteries, so that if we cannot 
solve the riddle wholly, yet it is 
disrobed of some of the low gar- 
ments of its mystery. But now 
if you look at Christ any how, 
any where, any way, He is all 
mystery; He is altogether wonder- 
ful, always to be looked at and 
always to be admired. 


8. Jesus Christ Is Universally 
Wondered At 


And again, He is universally 
wondered at. They tell us that 
the religion of Christ is very good 
for old women. I was once compli- 
mented by a person who told me 
he believed my preaching would be 
extremely suitable for blacks— 
for Negroes. He did not intend it 
as a compliment, but I replied, 
“Well, sir, if it was suitable for 
blacks, I should think it would 
be very suitable for whites; for 
there is only a little difference 
of skin, and I do not preach to 
people’s skins, but to their 
hearts.” 

Now, of Christ we can say that 
He is universally a wonder; the 
strongest intellects have wondered 
at Him. Our Lockes and our New- 
tons have felt themselves to be 
as little children when they have 
come to the foot of the cross. The 
wonder has not been confined 
to ladies, to children, to old wom- 
en and dying men; the highest 
intellects, and the loftiest minds 
have all wondered at Christ. I 
am sure it is a difficult task to 
make some people wonder. Hard 
thinkers and close mathematicians 
are not easily brought to wonder; 
but such men have covered their 
faces with their hands and cast 
themselves in the dust, and con- 
fessed that they have been lost 
in wonder and amazement. Well 
then may Christ be called Wond- 
derful.

right. Then I have seen him 
as bold as a i10n, strong ; steel, 
unmovable as a mountain of 
stone in defending Christ and 
the Bible or when influences 
were at work trying to beat 
him down or turn him from a 
course he was convinced was 
right. I have seen him as ob- 
jective as a judge on a bench 
when deciding what was right 
and what was wrong, even 


though his own children or his 
wife were involved. I have heard 
him with holy boldness and un- 
mitigated condemnations expose 
modernists and other deniers of 
the Bible. Perhaps I have seen 


him more rigid with himself 
than anyone else. 
Then this close friend and as- 


sociate summed it up by saying: 

Yet I have never known a 
person with a greéater capacity 
for loving people. How he 
yearns after people and prays 
for them! How he longs to help 


them! 

His treatment of correspond- 
ence manifests that love for peo- 
ple. No letter is treated lightly. 
He answers, often in great detail, 


many, many problems. A most vit- 
riolic letter may come to his desk 
bristling with critical animosity 
and bordering on personal hatred, 
yet he will take time to answer 
kindly and thoroughly the critic. 
This manifestation of love has 
paid big dividends and many times 
the offending person has written 
back to confess his wrong. 

His secretary, Miss Walden, 
sent me a letter which she sug- 
gested I reproduce here as repre- 
sentative of the above. It came 
from a Methodist minister in Ohio 
who wrote to tell how he had been 
saved from apostasy and compro- 
mise through a series of articles 
I had written for THE Sworp 
concerning The Interpreter’s Bi- 
ble, a modernist commentary pub- 
lished by the official publishing 


house of his denomination. His 
first reaction had been one of 
anger and indignation, followed 


by a fiery letter to Dr. Rice. The 
following paragraphs from his 
second letter are self-explanatory 
and indicative of the results Dr. 
Rice’s careful correspondence oft- 
en produces. This minister wrote: 


Dear Brother Rice: 


When I wrote you a letter 
some time ago, asking you to 
cancel my subscription to THE

me lose faith in some of our 
denominational leaders that the 
best way to relieve myself of 
this feeling was to shut the doo 
on the source of my enlighten- 
ment.

In anticipation of this chapter, 
I requested any employees desir- 
ing to do so to make some brief 
comments relative to their own 
appraisal of Dr. Rice’s personality. 
Parts of some of them I will quote 
here. One girl, about to be mar- 
ried, wrote: 


Dr. Rice’s clear and complete 
grasp of the Scriptures has been 
a constant source of inspiration 
to me. I was recently gradu- 
ated from a Christian college, 
yet being able to transcribe his 
dictation and to actually see 
how he uses the Scripture to 
answer questions and help solve 
personal problems of preachers, 
Sunday School teachers, wives 
and sweethearts, has been a 
greater help to me than book 
study or classroom discussion, 


Dr. Rice is not just a walking 


commentary on the Word of 
God. His personal interest in 
each of us workers is amazing. 
You see, he takes each of us 


under his wing and makes our 


interest his interest. I am to be 
married—only twenty-six days 
from now—and whenever I go 
into his office, or during office 
devotions or a sermon at the 
church, Dr. Rice refers to my

leaving him for “some tall lanky 
fellow.” His teasing is fatherly 
and actually draws me closer to 
him. That is wonderful. You see 
he is making what I am vitally 
interested in right now part of 
his life, too 

He is my boss and my pastor, 
but much more he is my friend, 
and I thank the Lord for his 
help in my life.

Another wrote: 


Words cannot express what 
Dr. Rice has meant to me since 
I came to work at the Sword. 
It has been through his preach- 
ing that I have grown spirit- 
ually and my complete outlook 
on life has changed. I know 
there are very few who live as 
close to the Lord as Dr. Rice 
does. The way he talks to God 
about everything and _ trusts 
Him to work everything out is 
one of the greatest blessings 
I have learned from him.

There are many more ways in 
which he has been a great bless- 
ing to me. He is truly a great 
boss and a true friend. 


Another testified simply: 


One of the things that has 
impressed me (the six years 
I have been with the Sword) is 
Dr. Rice’s unwavering trust in 
Jesus Christ! When he asks 
Him to work out a problem, 
he expects Him to—and He 
does!

. never found any other 
man so firm in his belief and 
with the courage to proclaim 
it and stick to his convictions. 
After working with the man for 
ten years one can tell pretty 
much what kind of a man he is.

My own ministry is greatly 
indebted to his influence. 
Through his writings I first be- 
gan to be a soul winner and to 
develop strong convictions as a 
Christian. As a student and as 
& young preacher his ministry 
has proved to be an invaluable 
aud faithful guide. 


A mother of a teen-age daugh- 
ter testified: 


When my daughter was quite 
small I found myself alone and 
with the responsibility of cor- 
recting and disciplining her. It 
is always easy to tell someone 
else how a child should be disci- 
plined but when it is one’s own 
—that is a different matter. 
About that time I bought Dr. 
Rice’s book on The Home. There 
I found the Bible basis for dis- 
ciplining and correcting children 
and it was truly a blessing. 

The thing that has impressed 
me most about Dr. Rice is the 
fact of his “bigness’—that jis 
the only word I can think of to 
describe it. By that I mean that 
his preaching, his thinking, his 
writing, his love for people and 
his burden for soul winning re- 
fiect his great love and service 
for His Saviour. His fight is 
always for Christ and the Bible. 
There is never any dislike for 

' persons and only principles are 
‘involved in his fight. 


I think it was Sam Jones who 
used to say, “You can tell a man’s 
religion by the way he treats his 
cat!” If that is true, and I think 
most will agree that it is, at least 
in part, one would learn a lot 
by visiting the Rice home and see- 
ing the affectionate bond between 
Dr. Rice and his dog, Flicka. One 
of the high spots of a visit to the 


Rice home is to hear Flicka 
“sing,” accompanied by Dr. Rice 
at the piano! 

Several years ago, during a 


Sword subscription campaign, Dr. 
Rice was describing the bond be- 
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tween master and dog. He wrote: 


My toy shepherd, Flicka, 
stands with her feet on the 
window sill, her nose against 
the glass watching for me to 
come home. When she sees me, 
she runs to the front door, 
jumps in a chair beside it so 
that when I come in she can sit 
upright in the chair and shake 
hands with me! She jumps in 
my lap at every opportunity; 
sits with her chin on my knee 
while I eat. And if we don’t 
watch carefully, she brings an 
old bone to gnaw beside my 
chair in the living room. She 
loves to jump over a chair or 
broomstick to please me, or 
through my encircled arms to 
get my praise. She sleeps on 
the couch in my study and has 
her head on some of my clothes 
when possible. Last summer at 
a Sword of the Lord summer 
conference under a rough tab- 
ernacie, she sat very quietly 
beside me on the bench, and 
when I preached sat near the 
front. Once when I was illus- 
trating how in football a man 
got his breath knocked out of 
him and I doubled up with a 
groan as in pain, Flicka leaped 
to my assistance in concern, 
thinking I was hurt, She re- 
turned to her seat abashed by 
her mistake when she found I 
was not hurt! Yes, Flicka wants 
to please me. 


Speaking of love, it is doubtful 
whether any other man in the 
world enjoys being with his fam- 
ily any more than does Dr. Rice. 
What a glorious time he has when 
his six daughters, six sons-in-law 
and nineteen grandchildren all get 
together. Because he has raised 
his children by Bible standards 
and not by the world’s theories, 
many strange and fantastic tales 
have circulated about his unrea- 
sonable rules and how frightened 
the children are of him. You 
would not believe some of the 
rumors which have been told, they 
are so ridiculous, and there is no 
point in mentioning them here. 
However, the fact of the matter 
is that the Rices are one of the 
most affectionate families I have 
ever known. The-first words dny 
of the six girls ever learned were, 
“IT love Daddy!’ And they do, too! 
This is one family that works to- 
gether, prays together, worships 
together, and loves just being to- 
gether. 

Dr. Rice goes in for sports— 
tennis, golf, baseball—all of which 
he plays well. He never argues 
about any details of the game he 
is playing, but he always plays 
to win and is a fierce competitor. 

Dr. Rice is very musical and 
has a deep appreciation for mu- 
sic. All of his children are musical. 
Many hours are spent in singing 
gospel hymns around the piano at 
home, in the car as they travel, 
and even at the breakfast or din- 
ner table. Incidentally, on one oc- 
casion his mother-in-law was visit- 
ing in the Rice home and was ter- 
ribly shocked when in the middle 
of dinner, Dr. Rice opened his 
mouth, put back his head, and 
began to sing. Mrs. Cooke repri- 
manded, “Why, John R., we were 
taught not to sing at the table.” 
He replied, “That is one of the 
reasons I got married—so I could 
sing at my table if I wanted to.” 
And so through the years he has 
sung—at the table, in the middle 
of sermons, at the office, on the 
golf course, or wherever he hap- 
pened to be at the time he felt 
his heart moved with praise. 


As a matter of fact, one of his 
regrets is that he could not take 
piano when he was in college. He 
loves to sit down at the piano and 
pick out favorite melodies. He 
plays two notes in the right hand 
with a good moving bass in the 
left. One of his favorites is 
“Whispering Hope” and that is 
the song he has taught Flicka to 
“singe” while he plays. 

It might be well here, while 
speaking of his love for his family, 
to quote from a letter by Miss 
Fairy Shappard. She said: 


I remember in Waxahachie— 
the first revival in which I 
heard him—lI was invited to a 
home where Brother Rice and 
his family were also invited. As 
you know, just about everybody 
in Texas drinks iced tea in the 
good old summer time. The 
hostess on this occasion was 
serving large goblets of tempt- 
ingly cool tea. Brother Rice and 


his family tried to refuse it— 
but the hostess was rather lack- 
ing in understanding. To tell 
the truth, I wondered then—and 
wondered many times after- 
ward—why his family did not 
drink tea at that time. 

It was not until two weeks 
ago that I learned the reason 
why. A short time before the 
Waxahachie meeting Dr. Rice 
and his family were being enter- 
tained in a home. On that oc- 
casion the hostess offered as 
one of the beverage choices, iced 
tea. When she asked Dr. Rice 
what he would have to drink, 
he said he would take. tea. 
Grace, then a little girl, was 
sitting beside him. When the 
hostess gave her a choice, she 
also took tea. 

He did not feel little children 
should drink tea and was im- 
mediately faced with the reali- 
zation that if he drank it and 
refused to let her have it... 
well, that just wouldn’t do for 
him, You see, Dr. Rice does not 
have one standard for himself 
and another standard for other 
people, even his children. For 
two full years he did not drink 
tea, and many times I have seen 
other and:«similar examples of 
his consistency in practicing 
himself what he demands of 
others. 


Yet as great as his love for 
preachers, the brethren, the lost, 
his employees, and his family, his 
love for the Lord eclipses love 
for anyone and everything else. 
Here is a man who truly loves 
God with all his heart! He loves 
the Word of God. Like Jeremiah 
he can say, “Thy words were 
found, and I did eat them; and 
thy word was unto me the joy 
and rejoicing of mine heart: for 
I am called by thy name, O Lord 
God of hosts” (Jer. 15:16). He has 
spent a lifetime feeding on the 
Word of God and God has given 
him a miraculous insight into the 
Scriptures. Perhaps this is prin- 
cipally because he has digested it 
so thoroughly and it has become 
such an integral part of him. 


His obvious delight in the Scrip- 
ture is manifested in the way he 


-has committed to memory long 


portions of it. By way of example, 
he has memorized Psalms 1, 8, 
15, 23, 24, 34, 37, 100, 103, 121, 
and 126. He-has committed to 
memory John 3 and 14, Romans 
8 and 12, I Corinthians 13, Philip- 
pians 4, Matthew 28, the Beati- 
tudes, plus hundreds of other pas- 
sages and single verses. Each 
Easter Sunday morning the family 
quotes Matthew 28 at the break- 
fast table and at Christmas time 
they quote together the Christmas 
story from Luke 2. There are over 
three hundred verses just in the 
above mentioned passages, not 
counting the Beatitudes or the 
Christmas story. 


His love for the Bible and de- 
light in it has made his biblical 
exposition among the foremost in 
the world. One lady told me that 
she had been saved seven years 
when she first heard him, but 
could not have found John 3:16 
in the Bible without asking some- 
one for help. After sitting under 
Dr. Rice’s preaching for twelve 
weeks in a big, independent cam- 
paign, she knew what the Bible 
taught about all the major Bible 
doctrines and also on almost ev- 
ery subject relating to the Chris- 
tian life—the plan of salvation, 
baptism, the second coming of 
Christ, the millennial reign of 
Christ, and many, many others. 
As still another has commented, 
his ministry certainly proves false 
the tritely expressed opinion: 
“An evangelist is incapable of pro- 
found Bible preaching.” 

This love for the Lord and His 
Word explains the vigorous de- 
fense he has made down through 
the years for the purity of the 
Saviour’s Gospel. In the testimony 
William MacLeod wrote for me, 
he said: 


My work at the Sword of the 
Lord has brought me into close 
contact with Dr. Rice during 
these years. After six years, I 
can honestly say my admiration 
for Dr. Rice has steadily grown. 
First and foremost, because of 
his unwavering stand in defense 
of the faith. I can recall many, 
many times when some issue 
has come up and perhaps if the 
decision were left to some oth- 
ers of us here at the Sword of 
the Lord we would have taken 


the road of least resistance. But 


not so with Brother Rice, who 
would always insist that we 
could not, must not, will not 
compromise what we know to 
be the truth of the Bible to 
curry favor of anyone despite 
the cost. In many instances it 
could mean thousands of dollars 
or the loss of many friends. 


Only Saturday of last week, I 
talked with Dr. Rice, giving a 
report of a trip through the 
South as far as Florida. I well 
recall Dr. Rice’s statement 
when I was talking, “Brother 
MacLeod, all we want and all 
we need is God’s people who 
want to do right and live by 
the pattern of the Bible.” My 
son David was with me in his 
office at the time and when we 
got into the car to drive home, 
he said, “I sure do admire his 
stand for the Truth.” We sure 
need more men like Dr. Rice in 
these days, 


One who probably knows Dr. 
Rice as well as any one outside 
of his wife and private secretary, 
Evangelist Walt Handford, his 
son-in-law and the Assistant Edi- 
tor of THE SworRD OF THE LORD, 
wrote me: 


Anyone who has worked for 
Dr. Rice very long is bound to 
be struck with his staunch 
stand for the Bible. When con- 
troversial issues arise, his ques- 
tion is never “Will it make me 
popular?”; or “Will this course 
of action cost us business or 
financial backing?”; but, rath- 
er, “Is this what the Bible 
teaches?” Though many 
picture Dr. Rice as a lion, he 
is a most affectionate man with 
great capacities for love and de- 
votion. It is not because of any 
vicious tendencies that Dr. Rice 
speaks out so plainly and boldly 
against sin. 


Dr. Rice’s love for the Lord 
is evidenced also by his personal 
prayer life. His private secretary, 
Miss Viola Walden, wrote me: 


How fortunate for me that 
I have, in a measure, been privi- 
leged to pray With him over so 
many problems—great and 
small. Some would take faith 
to remove mountains; others 
so small it seemed to me hard- 
ly worth bothering God about. 
For example, he has some tropi- 
cal fish in his office, plus a 
parakeet. Recently, several of 
the fish died. One day as we 
talked about their treatment, to 
my surprise he said, “Let’s pray 
about the little things,” then 
proceeded to ask God for wis- 
dom as to how to treat them. 
How typical this is of his pray- 
ing. Many times daily I can hear 
him praying, audibly as he goes 
about his work—for help in an- 
swering his enormous mail, for 
this person’s problem, or con- 
cerning details of the promo- 
tion of THE SWORD OF THE LORD, 
for fellow evangelists, and many 
other matters. 


His prayer life is not a formal 
or mechanical thing, it is part of 
his intimate relationship with the 
Lord Jesus Christ. When Joanna 
was a girl of about thirteen or 
fourteen, her bedroom was next 
to Dr. and Mrs. Rice’s room. Often 


she would hear her daddy praying |, 


in the night. One night she was 
awakened and thought he was 
asking for something, but when 
she went into his room and asked 
what he wanted, he said, “I didn’t 
want anything. I was just talking 
to a Friend of mine.” 


Along this line, Miss Shappard 
was telling me how she happened 
to begin working for Dr. Rice. It 
was during the depression, jobs 
were_very hard to get, and she 
was the only one of her family 
working at the time. She wanted 
to join Dr. Rice’s staff and he 
wanted her to come, but he did 
not feel it would be right for her 
to join him in what would have 
to be sacrificial pay as long as 
she was the only one in her family 
working. One Saturday afternoon 
in June, 1935, she went to Dallas 
and reminded Dr. Rice that she 
felt God wanted her in the work. 
He said, “Well, why don’t we pray 
that you will lose your job and 
your father will get a job.” He 
stopped and had prayer then and 
there. She was working in a gov- 
ernment office and, as far as she 
then knew, had a job as long as 
she wanted it. But Monday morn- 
ing when she went back to work 


she was told that her job had been 
discontinued. The same day her 
father got work and the next 
week she went to Dallas to begin 


working full time for THE Sword 


OF THE LORD. 


Another evidence of his love for 
the Lord is his unselfishness and 
the strong sacrificial spirit with 
which he supports the Lord’s 
work. His unselfishness is amaz- 
ing to behold. Perhaps it would 
be hard to convince the Internal 
Revenue Department of the way 
he spends his money, but it is 
nevertheless so. On matters per- 
taining to himself, he is one of 
the most frugal persons imagin- 
able. Most of his clothes are gifts 
from others. Yet he is as liberal 
pertaining to the Lord’s work as 
he is frugal about his own, The 
contrast is amazing. He abhors 
waste. Mrs. Rice has to find many 
ways to fix leftovers; none are 
thrown away at his house. Poor 
Flicka gets only the crumbs from 
her master’s table (plus dog food), 
not the leftovers. When Dr. Rice 
returns from a revival, he finds 
what Mrs. Rice needs for thé 
family, then often gives the rest 
to his “Ministers and Missionary 
Fund,” or sends it to some work 
of the Lord. 


On one occasion he put a boy 
from British Guiana through the 
Moody Bible Institute. That is, 
he and some others guaranteed 
the boy’s expenses and helped him 
considerably. He has given so 
much money to TEAM that on his 
desk is a “Life Membership” from 
them stating, “This certifies that 
The Evangelical Alliance Mission 
hereby confers wpon Dr. John R. 
Rice the rights and privileges of 
Life Membership in recognition of 
deep interest in Foreign Missions.” 
It is dated February 11, 1955. 


Yes, in the heart of John R. 
Rice beats a fierce and all-con- 
suming passion for Jesus Christ. 
It can be said of him, as was said 
by the Jews concerning our Lord’s 
affection for Lazarus, “Behold 
how he loved him!” Part of this 


love is expressed in Dr. Rice’s 
hymn, of which he wrote both 
words. and music, “I Love Thee 
My Jesus”: 


What words can | find to tell Jesus | love 
Him, 
Because He first loved me; 
Because of my ransom He paid with such 
suff'ring, 
Upon the cursed tree. 


0 come, let us magnify Jesus together, 
For praise becometh Thee; 

And blessings about me “owe to my Saviour, 
Who all things bought for me. 


May never my praises be slow or be silent, 
Nor e’er my love be dumb. 

This sinner is saved and my sins all forgiven, 
The Saviour's work is done! 


0 how can | love Thee enough, dear 
Redeemer, 
How e’er repay my Friend? 
I'll spread the glad sound of my praise 
and my heart love 
On every joyful wind! 


In the morning, at the noon-time 
And when come evening shadows, 
| love Thee my Jesus, 
| love Thee my King, 
In rejoicing and in sorrow, 

In lightness and burden, 
| love Thee my Saviour and Lord.
